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WHY NOT A PUBLIC MEETING? 


It has been suggested to the Demo­ 
crat that there ought to be a meeting 
of the citizens of Pettis county, includ­ 
ing, of course, those of the city of Se­ 
dalia, to discuss in an open and frank 
way their views as to the provisions of 
the law that must be enacted by the 
next legislature to put into effect the 
Constitutional Amendment passed at 
the election authorizing a bond issue 
of sixty million dollars for building 
hard surfaced roads in the state. 
It should be remembered that the 
amendment merely gives the general 
assembly authority to create the debt 
for the purpose and did not in any way 
outline the methods by which the 
roads are to be built and the money 
expended. 
That duty devolves upon 
the legislature and a bill to that effect 
will be introduced at the coming ses­ 
sion and without any question it will 
be the most 
important 
measure ta 
come before the body. 
How the vast sum of money provid­ 
ed for is to be expended, how distrib­ 
uted, how safeguarded, and how it 
shall be apportioned so as to be fair 
and just to all parts of the state, are 
very grave and serious subjects and 
should be of concern to every person 
in Missouri and that concern should 
be shown by an active interest in the 
matter before it is too late. 
The people of this county have a 
very large interest in the proposition 
and that interest should be shown by 
gathering together and 
expressing 
opinions entertained. 
Mr. Highley- 
man, representative elect, has signifi­ 
ed himself as anxious to hear the sen­ 
timents of his constituents, for he re­ 
alizes the importance of the question 
and the responsibility that rests upon 
him as the country’s representative 
and the one who must by his vote as­ 
sume part of the burden in the pend­ 
ing legislation. 
There are many theories as to the 
basis of the distribution of the pro­ 
ceeds of the bond issue. How shall the 
roads be allotted? By population; by 
area; by assessed valuation; by public 
road mileage; by numbers of automo­ 
bile licenses? Those are some of the 
questions that must be answered in 
the bill. 
Then there is the other important 
matter, as to who shall control this 
vast sum of money and how it shall 
be controlled. Shall the present meth­ 
od of vesting the authority in a state 
high way commission be continued or 
shall a new plan be adopted? These 
and many other problems are to come 
up for solution and the man who must 
participate in framing 
the bill and 
vote on it has a right to know, at least 
in a general way, the ideas of those 
he shall represent when carrying out 
those duties. 
While it may 
not 
be possible to 
agree upon any general plan, for 
manv men have many minds, it is ap­

CRIME IN AMERICA. 


Crime statistics compiled by Ray­ 
mond D. Fosdick 
include 
some re­ 
markable comparisons. 
For instance, 
Chicago has more murders every year 
than England and Wales combined— 
a distinction, moreover, which Chica­ 
go shares with some other American 
cities. 
St. Louis and Liverpool are of 
approximately the same size but the 
former has eight times as many mur­ 
ders as the latter. 
These figures and comparisons, one 
supposes, do not take in the current 
year. 
If they did, the criminal rec­ 
ord of America 
as 
compared with 
that of Britain would be still more 
startling. 
There has been talk of a 
crime wave in London, but it seems to 
have been a very mild affair compar­ 
ed with the crime wave in this coun­ 
try—a wave which, if one may judge 
from the news columns, does not seem 
to have reached its crest yet. 
Mr. Fosdick says that one of the 
reasons why there is so much more 
crime in America than in England is 
the presence in this country of many 
persons of unasssimilated races. 
An­ 
other reason, he says, is the tendency 
of Americans to regard the law as a 
challenge to ingenuity, 
a 
tendency 
which, by condoning the violation of 
minor laws, leads straight to the com­ 
mission of major crimes. 
The whole .subject 
is one which 
must compel a great deal of attention 
during the next several years. 
Re­ 
spect for law was at too low an ebb 
in this country before the war; it has 
ebbed still further since the struggle 
ended, this being a sort of phychologi- 
cal reflex of the ordeal through which 
the nation passed. We have immigra­ 
tion problems and radical problems 
from which Britain is free and ours is 
a younger and less settled civilization 
than hers; but even with these handi­ 
caps we ought not to make so poor a 
comparative showing. 
To establish respect for law is one 
of the pressing tasks before the lead­ 
ers of this people; and it is a task to 
be undertaken in the broadest possi­ 
ble way, for it is much more a matter 
of education than of additional police­ 
men.

Life of Nurse To o Severe. 
The life of the nurse during the 
influenza epidemic and in other try­ 
ing periods has been a very strenu­ 
ous one. 
J put 
two 
girls 
in a training 
school of a large hospital, both of 
them having a bright future before 
entering training. At first they had 
to serve three months on probation. 
It cost then in the neighborhood of 
$200 to start in with. 
That was 
about eight years ago. They got $5 
a 
month 
after 
the 
firsft 
three 
months for hooks and paper and 
clothing and were required to be on 
duty for 12 hours a day and a great 
many times for 24 hours, all de­ 
pending on howr many girls they 
had to care for the sick. They were 
supposed to get one day each week 
for rest, but in lots of cases the ma­ 
tron -would put some little punish­ 
ment on them by taking their day 
away from them and make them 
work all the rest of the day. 
One of my daughters had charge 
of the maternity ward and during 
one month 23 babies 
were 
born. 
She had charge of them all, and for 
the great sum of $5 a month. Both 
daughters came out of the training 
school broken in health and haven’t 
seen what they might call a well 
day 
since. 
Hundreds 
of 
others 
have come out the same way. 
It 
seems to me thatAf I were a nurse 
$8 or $10 a day would he small pay. 
I for one, would be glad to see 
nurses get every cent they possibly 
cab. Look at the doctor. He comes 
in, looks you over, and if you have 
a nurse she has a chart and takes 
your temperature every three, or 
four hours. 
The doctor asks her 
all about you and she tells him. 
Now' who does the most, the nurse 
or the doctor? lf I had forty daugh­ 
ters none of them should ever be 
nurses as they are subject to call 
on all kinds of cases and while on 
duty on a private case they are cer­ 
tainly on the job as long as the par­ 
ties are sick. 
I don’t think anyone 
has a kick about the wages of a 
nurse, for the highest wages are 
none too small.
